A 
white man was killed by the blacks in retaliation. 

A whole brigade of militia at this hour is powerless to cope 
with the mob of madnren, who have turned this peaceful little city 
into a veritable hell. Fiction contains no scenes to rival this inferno. 
The mob’s thirst for blood knows no bounds. .-. . 
Shortly after the second lynching of a negro last night, negro 
terrorists killed an unidentified white man near White City Park, 
their brutality being only rivaled by that of the white mob seeking 
the lives of members of their race. | : 

William Donegan, a negro, 80 years old, was shot and killed by 
the mob at 9 o’clock within sight of the windows of Gov. Deneen's 
office in the Capitol. 
The noted statue of Abraham Lincoln, the great emancipator, 
stands within a stone’s throw of the spot where black men’s blood 
was shed last night. 
Donegan lived within two blocks of the Capitol. No militia 
had been stationed in the neighborhood because it was thought by 
the authorities to be one of the few peaceable sections of the city.

When the news of the murder of the white man reached the 
mob of whites they started in pursuit of the negroes. A pitched 
battle is expected in the Sixth Ward, and troqps in large numbers 
have been rushed there to prevent a bloody conflict. 
While Donegan was being lynched, a mob of 2000 men and 


boys made an assault on the State arsenal at Fifth and Adams streets,

Practically all of the negroes in the city have quartered them- 
selves in Mildred Park, southeast of the city, and are under guard of 
the militia. Several attempts have been mage to break through 
the lines and injure the blacks. | | 
The jail is roped off and hundreds of soldiers surround it. 
Fights are being reported from every part of the city. The am- 
bulances are busy answering calls. 

Negroes are threatening to burn their homes in the Sixth Ward 
and thus escape mob violence. The Sixth is composed almost en- 
tirely of negroes. They think their homes are lost, so they are going 
to deprive the whites the joy of seeing them burn at their hands.

Aug. 15.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] E. W. Chafin, Prohibition 
candidate for President, arrived in this 
city today from Springfield, little worse 
for his experience during the riots of 
last evening. . 

Speaking of the riot and his work in 
saving a negro at Springfield, he sald: 

“I Was speaking from a platform in 
the Courthouse yard about 9 o'clock, 
when & negro came around the corner, 
followed closely by a mob in pursuit. 
The negro tried to get upon the plat- 
form,’ when several leaders of the mob 
attempted to pull him back Into the 
crowd. I went to the edge of 
platform, and my left hand and 
went to my hip pocket with my right 
hand as if to draw a gun. I never 
carry a gun—haven't for fifteen 
but the bluff worked and the crowd 
held back. seemed to be dazed 
for a minute or Wo, and while in this 
state two gentlemen on the platform 
lifted the negro up and handed him 
over to the Sheriff, who placed him in 
his office and locked the door.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 15.—The re- 
port that the Utah Construction Cam- 
pany has been selected to build a new 
low-grade line for the Southern Pacific 
from Rocklin to Colfax, both on the 
west slope of the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains, thirty-two miles apart, is con- 
firmed by officials of the railroad.

SEATTLE GETS MESSAGE.

SEATTLE, Aug. 15.—The United 
States cruiser Colorado, which sailed 
from the Puget Sound navy yard at 6 
a.m. for San Francisco, went on the 
rocks in a dense fog at 9:50 a.m. 

Capt. Underwood sent a wireless 
message here assistance, and the 
tug Navajo at 11:20 am “for 
Double Bluff and will attempt to haul 
the cruiser off at high tide at 6 p.m. 

Double Bluff where the cruiser went 
ashore is twenty-five miles north of 
Seattle. The precipitous bluff is bar- 
ren of residents. There was little fog 
in the Sound until near Point-no-Point, 
twenty-two miles north of this port. 
Then the mist shut in about the big 
cruiser. A strong tide sets in from 
Point-no-Point directly across Double 
Bluff, which rises high and forbidding 
on the south shore of Whidby Island. 
Suddenly there came from the forward 
lookout on the starboard bow a shout 
of alarm followed by a shock as the 

cruiser grounded on the rocks. 

A reversal of the engines failed to 
pull her off, and the accident was then 
reported by wirelesm to Bremerton. 
The message was intercepted in Seattle 
and Victoria. The revenue cutter Ar- 
cata left at noon from Port Town- 
send and the tug Navajo was sent 


from the navy yard. 

The cruiser has ordered back to 
the navy yard and will go into drydock 
for repairs.

GOVERNOR STATEMENT. 
CROWD WRECKS RESTAURANT, 
‘(ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
SPRINGFIELD an) Aug. 15.—Gov. 
Deneen late this afternoon issued the 
following statement: 
“It is as intolerable as it is inexcus- 
able. The idea of wreaking vengeance 
on a race for the crimes of one of its 
members is utterly repugnant to all 
notions of law and justice. No govern- 
ment can maintain its self-respect and 
permit it. Our State will not permit it, 
The entire resources of the State win 
be drawn upon if necessary to protect 
every citizen of Springtield in his per- 
son and y. and those who vio- 
late the law must suffer the conse- 
quences.” 

Prior to this the Governor had issued 
the following statement: 

“The trouble at Springfield arose out 
of an assault upon a white woman by 
a negro named George Richardson, 
who, it is alleged, entered the home at 
midnight, August 13, choked her, car- 
ried her to the back yard and assaulted 
her during the absence of her husband, 
who is a conductor on the street rall- 
way here.

ored man named Joe James was found 


today from Brownfield, Terry county, 
West Texas, that the citizens there 
Thursday erected a life-size statue of 
President Roosevelt after a street fight, 
in which one person was fatally hurt, 
nine others injured and fifty shots 
fired. The statue represents Roosevelt 
in hunting costume and stands in the 
town-—square. 

Brown field is one hundred miles from 
the nearest railroad, the Texas and 
Pacific, and is farther from a railroad 
than any town in the United States. 
Its population is 1500, composed largely 
of rich cattlemen, cowboys and plant- 
‘ers. The erection of the statue was 
vigorousl¢ opposed by Democrats and 
some Republicans, but it had already 
been ordered from Denver by a citi- 
zens’ committee, Which refused to turn 
from its plans. The unveiling vas op- 
posed because it was pointed out that 
Roosevelt was still President and de- 
cause the Democrats wanted a Bryan 
statue on the opposite side of the 
squafe, and the town could not afford 
both statues.

DETERMINED and systematic 
fight against, organized labor 
) is being made on the Great 
Lakes by the Lake 
Association. Tired of the dom- 
ineering tactics of the unions, they 
last winter determined to hereafter op- 
erate their steamers on the epen shop 
principle. All stewards, seamen, fre- 
men and oilers are required to make 
afiidavit renouncing all aliegiance te 
their unions, swearing that it is not 
their intention to join any, and taking 
an oath not to join in any strike. 
Men who make affidavit are civen 
employment. Those who refuse find 
no work on the vessels on which the 
affidavits are demanded. 

The form of this affidavit was made 
up in the Cleveland offices of one of 
the largest steamship companies on the 
lakes. Hundreds of copies of it were 
given to shipping masters in various 
ports, through the office of A. R. 
sey, the Lake 
ping master. chief 
Spector of the shipping offices, distrib- 
uted copies of it to captains of vessels. 

In some cases notaries have gone 
aboard the ships and administered 
the oath. In others, the men have 
been asked to go to a designated no- 
tare and take the oath. 

Were the history of the movement to 
stop here the situation would be most 
ereditable to the unionites, who have 
recognized the fact tLat their employ- 


ers have rights.that must be respected, 


hut the statement of a union official 
puts the stigma on the honesty of the 
men. This official says: 

“At first the men declined to take 
the oath, but we advised them to do 
so, and explained that it was worth- 


jless. They are signing it when they 


are asked, and they aie generally 
asked. But if a strike ever is declared 
they will be loyal to the union. At

Why Strikes Fail. 

A careful review of the strikes that 
have occurred since unionism began 
to direct such movements, will show a 
general ‘allure to achieve the ends 
aimed at. Strikes cannot exist for long 
periods because the real taskmaster 
is nature, a power tha: is continually 
working against the political apd man- 
agerial assumptions of the walking 
dele,,ate. Sooner or later nature drives 
the strikers back to toil; and mean- 
while, if the strike has been sufficient-

Again, anotner of the typical povvers 
of labor when massed together for pur- 
poses of political self-assertion is the 
direct power of destruction. Any knot

The Share of Labor. 

Statements regarding the share re- 
ceived by the wage worker of the 
wealth he helps te produce are famili- 
ar enough, says an exchange. Social- 
istic and other promoters of discontent 
provide them with prodigious liberality. 
For instance, we are told that the cen- 
sus of 1900 shows that 
annual wage paid is $437.50 and the 
wealth produced is 32.61 per 
per annum; ergo, the laborer is robbed 
of five-sixths of his hire. Now, the cen- 
sus does not show that the average 
Wage per annum is as stated, and the 
per capita value of the wealth produced 
is grossly exaggerated, at least so far 
as manufactured products is concerned. 
The total selling value of the manu- 
_factures produced in the United States 
in the census year was $13,014,287,498. 
The cost of raw material, of 
many dollars’ worth was im- 
ported, and, therefore, not produced 
by American workingmen, was $7,348,- 
144,755; the miscellaneous cxpensesr, 
rent, fuel, ete., amounted to $1,028,035.- 
611; the wages paid to workers were 
$2,328,691,254, but adding the salaries of 
clerks, foremen, etc., of whom the So- 
clalistic statisticians take no account, 
the wage account summeq up to 2. 
732,921,528. The gross outlay of the 
manufacturers thus came to $11,109,- 
101.894, and their apparent gross profits 
were $1,905,185,604. 

But from this various deductions 
must be made. Exclusive of stock- 
holders in incorporated manufacturing 
companies, there were 708,623 proprie- 
tors, the vast majority of them, as the 
census expressly states, depending 
upon the pr fits of their business for

The four bridges now in hand by 
City Engineer Hamlin's forces are the 
Macy-street bridge, over the Arroyo 
de los Posos; the Seventh-street bridge, 
over the Los Angeles River (both 
under construction,) the Main-street 
bridge and the Buena Vista-street 
bridge, both ayer the river. Each has its 
special impo and necessity, but 
the most useful of all, in the opinion 
of the Bridge Committee, is that at 
Buena Vista street, which is to be the 
great passageway between the north- 
east and the south. ‘ 

In this plan, the present Buena 
Vista-street bridge is to be abandoned, 
and the Downey-avenue bridge, used 
only until it is superseded by the con- 
crete structure. The new bridge is to 
be about midway between the Buena 
Vista-street and Downey-avenue 
bridges, yet it is to carry the traffic 
of each, for at its east end the road- 
way will fork and connect with both 
Pasadena and Downey avenues, This 
Simple arrangement permits traffic 
from t business heart of the city to 
divert itaelf to widely separated dis- 
tricts from one point. 

The Buepa Vista-street bridge is to 
combine all the conveniences of trans- 
portation. It is to carry the trolley 
lines on one side, and is to carry ail 
its traffic far above the steam lines 
of the Southern Pacific, Santa Fé and 
Salt Lake roads. These roads are all 
sharing in its construction. 


CITY MAKES SWAP. 
To facilitate the work, the Salt Lake 
road has “swapped” five acres with the 
city in order that Buena Vista street 


might be opened in a direct line trom 
the entrance to Elysian Park to the 
west abutments of the new bridge. 
That Buena Vista street might be of uni- 
form width through to bridge, the 
Southern Pacific is to 8 u sufficient 
strip along the west side ot the street, 
from Bishop street to the river, and 
contribute a sum of maqney to make 
it eighty feet. In the end, the altera. 
tions caused by this one bridge win 
serve public use in many ways. The 
straightening of Sunset boulevard to 
Main «treet at the Plaza is another 
incident. 

Thus the bridge may be approactied 
either from Main street or from the 
Broadway tunnel, the traffic converg- 
ing on Buena Vista street and diverg- 
ing at the west side of the bridge to 
Pasadena and avenues, 

The Los Angeles Railway, in ex- 
change for an easement under the 
Present Buena Vista-strect bridge, is 
to take down its old San Fernando- 
Street viaduct, now condemned and 
long out of use. The easeme will 
give needed track facilities to thé north 
yards of the Southern Pacific Company. 
In addition, the company will pay its 
Pro rata share of the cost of the new 
structure. 

From the standpoint of construction, 
the Buena Vista-street bridge is to be 
imposing. Between abutments it will 
have a length of 925 feet. Its widt 
will be sixty-two and one-half feet, 
of which twenty-two feet at the north 
side will be used by the Los Angeles 
Railway Company, with a double track 
system. At the present bridge, the 
street cars cross on a single track and 
the congestion, delay and inconvenience 
to East Siders is one of the decried 
features of the structure.

ANOTHER UTE.. 


Preparations Made to Handle Great 
Business of Suburban Lines to the 
Beach and interior Points Over 
Track Where Quicker Service Can 
Be Afforded. 


Tnat all the interurban cars now 
leaving Los Angeles via East Ninth 
street will soon run by Seventh street 
is practically settled in Pacific Electric 
circles. This will eliminate a two- 
block run on Main street which is a 
decidedly bad feature, as that thor- 


oughfare is always crowded and slow“ 


running is necessary. 

The Pacific. Electric’s private right 
of way extends up to Eighth street, 
Pw here it enters the big freight yards 
and gives access to the shops, which 
cover three-fourths of the ground be- 
tween Central avenue and Alameda, 
and Seventh streets, North of 
Ninth street it is used only for freight 
and for cars going to and from the 
shops.. 

From Seventh to Eighth street there 
is a track passing east of the shops, 
just inside the line of Alameda street, 
by which access is had between the 
front of the yards. Most of the way 
this is a double track. The engineers 
are preparing plans for smaking the 
entire distance for a direct switch from 
Seventh street so that cars can readily 
swing into the right of way and for 
arranging the yards so that the route 
can be kept clear for travel. 

There is already a  broad-gauge 
track down Scventh street used for 
“dead heads” to and from the barns. 
Cars of the Los Angeles Railway also 
run here but not frequently enough to 
interfere with the flyers any mgre 
than do the local cars of the Watts 
Une. Seventh street, too, is a very wide 
street without a great deal of traffic 
and almirablv adapted for fast service. 
In breadth it is superior to Ninth. 
When the change is. made the Watts 
cars will probably continue on Ninth 
street with perhaps a.city car going 
to Mateo street. Moreover the fact 
that Ninth is more of a residence 
street than Seventh makes the -latter 
more suitable for maintaining a quick 
service as the “hances of accident are 
decreased. 

When Mr. Huntington decides to 
open the rear of his big depot and put 
up his proposed trestle across Los An- 
geles street and add another building 
or another elevated yard to his present 
facilities, it will be a very simple mat- 
ter to connect it direct with Seventh 
street and have the beach ears avoid 
Main street entirely. The absolute ne- 
cessity for this trestle to handle the 
two-car trains is so evident that it 
can hardly be delayed longer. 

The move, when it Is made, should 
clip a few minutes off the beach trips. 
Cars now frequently lose a full min- 
ute or more at the Ninth and main 
street stop, where travel branches in 
no less than five directions—south on 
Main, north on Main and Spring, east 
and west on Ninth. City cars here de- 
lay travel, a thing which it Is desired 


to avoid as far as possible.

This 
great supply naturally tended to make 
the peach a every cheap fruit and the 
consumption ran to peaches, which 
were cheap, rather than to oranges, 
which were high. This condition wag

orange trade of California is at the 
present time on a safe and sane basis. 
The California Fruit Growers’ Fx.

- A Rolling Plant. 

cactus which abounds 
of this State is one 
of the most curious among vegetable 
growths. It will be of interest to the 
young people of the State to learn 
something of just how this wonderful 
plant is spread about and obtains its 
growth and yo the great 
desert spots aliforn 

This plant, a round, compact growth, 
rolls about the level floor of the desert 
for some eight or nine months of the 
year, tossed hither and yon by the 
winds, which blow with flerceness over 
all of the State's sand plat during 
those monthe. 

At the coming of the rains, or rather 
the cloudbursts, which sweep the des- 
ert in its springtime, this cactus takes 
root wherever it happens to have been 
dropped by the last wind of which it 
was the plaything, and immediately 
begins to put out all around it small 
shoots, which in turn become cacti, 
exactly like the parent plant. : 

These young growths increase in size 
rapidly, sucking the moisture both 
from the parent plant and from the 
surrounding earth. The roots do not 
penetrate the soil deeply, but spread 
often over a circle whose radius is not 
less than ten feet. These roots, too, 
are small, but practically innumerabie, 
and they get every bit of moisture and 
plagt food to be had in the territory 
they cover.

THOUGHTS ON RELIGION.

INNING.—What is sin? P 
One of our greatest and most progressive scien- 
tists and thinkers, Sir Oliver Lodge, says that “sin 
is the deliberate and wilfui act of a free agent who sees 


the better and chooses the worse, and thereby acts in- 


juriously to himself and others; that “the root sin is 
selfishness, whereby needless trouble and pain are 
inflicted on others, and that when fully developed it in- 
volves moral suicide.” 

There is a wide variety of opinion as to what consti- 
tutes sin, but when sanely and intelligently boiled down 
the above fairly expresses the present-day crystalliza- 
tion of the leading thought in this connection. 

It is further stated that the essence of sin is error 
against light and knowledge, and against our higher 


nature; that vice is error against natural law, and that 


crime is error against society. 


As the spirit of man slowly evolves from the mineral, 
the vegetable, the animal, into the human, it is con- 
trolled by an impelling force the nature of which is 
God. Until self-consciousness has been obtained man’s 
nature partakes largely of the unreasoning animal, and 
for the protection of society regulating laws have been 
handed down to mankind from time to time through 


the divine messengers of God, I. e., the holy prophets. | 


When a state of self-consciousness has been developed, 
then man becomes a free moral agent and becomes re- 
sponsible for his acts to society and to the one God of 
the universe.

DIGGING UP A VIKING SHIP. 
An interesting communication has been made to the 
Academie des Inscriptions et Belles-Lettres by M. Ga- 
briel Gustafson, curator of the Christiania Museum, 
concerning the recent discovery in Norway of a Viking 
funeral ship at least 1100 years old. Its mortuary cham- 


ber contained the bones of two women who, judging 


from the size of the craft and the elaborateness of its 
appointments, evidently belonged to some noble and 
wealthy family. | 


The vessel, which is seventy feet long and sixteen feet 
six inches broad, was dug out of a tumulus, two and a 
half miles from the shore, on the farm of Oseberg, near 
Tonsberg. The treasure was not intact. At some ro- 
mote period, probably hundreds of years ago, it had 
been unearthed by unscrupulous visitors, vho had pil- 
laged the mortuary chamber of many of the curious rel- 
ics undoubtedly deposited there in accordance with an- 
cient Norse tradition. : 


But in other parts of the ship, which had apparently 
escaped the notice of the sacrilegious intruders, was 
found a large and cxtremely valuable collection of bis- 
toric remains, including a four-wheeled chariot, richly 
and quaintly decorated, four sledges, three of them curt- 
ously carved, several beds, lintels, a mill, spinning 
wheels, and a variety AH kitchen utensils. A diligent 
examination of these has led to the conclusion that the 
funeral ship belongs to the ninth century. One theory 
is that the second woman was a slave condemned to ac- 
company her mistres in her last sleep. 


Many of the ornaments, mostly of carved wood, are 
unique. The ship and its strange cargo, constituting one 
of the most important archaeological finds“ ever made 
in Scandinavia, after being carefully restored, wil] be 
placed in the Christiania Museum.—[Paris Correspon- 
dence London Chronicle.

FALLS OF ZAMBESI. | 


LHRILLING EXPERIENCE AT THE WON- 
DERFUL CATARACT, | 
From Our Own Correspondent. 


ICTORIA FALLS (Africa.)—I have been wander- 

ing for days about the Niagara of Africa. Its 
awful wonders grow upon me and I am appalled 

at its grandeur. Away off here in the wilds of the black 
continent, far below the equator, several hundred miles 
south of Lake Tanganyika, as far north of Cape Town as 
Galveston is distant from New York, hundreds of miles 
west of the Indian Ocean, and still farther from the 
Atlantic, is one of the grandest natural features of old 
Mother Earth. It is the falls of the mighty Zambesi, 


one of the great rivers of the globe. It has been com- 
pared to the falls of Niagara. Now that I have seen 
both, I find it almost impossible io liken one to the other. 
Each is of its own kind and each beyond description 
beautiful. From the point of striking views, and as a 
raging convulsion of nature, I should call Victoria falls 
by far the greater. The two may be compared to a play. 
Niagara is a drama with but one act. Victoria is equally 
great, but of · many acts and many scenes, each of which 
has features of its own. 


As to the volume of water, the Niagara Falls probably 
surpass those of the Zambesi, for over them pours the 
watershed of half a continent. The great basin of Lake 
Superior is 600 feet above the Atlantic, and almost one 
third of its drop is at Niagara. The Zambesi has its 
source in a swamp which lies a mile above the sea, and 
its waters have already fallen 2000 feet in their course of 
806 miles before they make their mighty drop into this 
basaltic gorge. 3 

The falls of the Zambesi are twice as broad and more 

\ than twice as high as Niagara. The river is two miles 
wide above tlie falls, and it narrows to a mile where it 
plunges straight down over the cliffs into a gorge which 
is more than 400 feet deep. I heard the thunder of its 
waters when I was more than ten miles distant, and 
the spray, which rises in five great columns, can be 
seen fifty miles away. The natives call the falls “Thun- 
dering Smoke,” and they are said to worship them.

In the Heart of the Wilderness.

With a powerful glass you.can see nothing but 
this vast expanse of green, broken only by the windings 
of the gorge at your feet, and by the pillars of mist which 
rise like the vapor from five volcanoes until lost in the 
low-hanging clouds. The only settlements near the falls 
are Livingstone, which is seven miles off, and the group 
of iron bungalows which comprise the hotel, the rail- 
Everything is in har- 
mony with the surroundings, and it is the intention of 
the people to keep it so. : 

All the land within a radius of five miles of the falls 
has been set aside as a public park, which is to be left 
as nature made it. Outside that radius is another of 
fifteen miles on one side the river, and on the other 
a block of forest fifty miles square, which will prevent 


farms or buildings of any kind marring the falls. In 


these woods no shooting is allowed. I have met droves 
of monkeys as I wandered from fall to fall, and at 
times have made my way in the very tracks in which 
hippopotami had traveled the night before.

Notwithstanding all this, the Zambesi Falls may be 
seen with almost as many comforts as Niagara. There

in the buli’s hut on a heap of native mats in spite of the 
mosquitoes, which were plentiful here. 

The next morning I took a guide and walked across 
the island till I came to the village of Nabuna on the 
other coast, the Lurline meanwhile sailing the 


island. In this village lived the wife and four daugh- |; 


with me my jungle outfit and a case of whisky, the lat- 
ter a present for the Prince, and a more acceptable pres- 
ent one could not have given him. 

After a smooth passage we arrived the same evening 
at Levuka on the island of Ovalau. After a stay of a 
day here, I sailed in a small scheoner which carried 
-copra from several of the outlying islands to Levuka. 
Her name was the Lurline, oddly enough the same name 
as the yacht which recently won the race from San 
Pedro to Hawaii. Her captain was a Samoan and his 
crew was made up of two Samoans and four Fijians. 
The captain seemed to enjoy yelling at his men in the 
Fijian language with a strong flavoring of English swear 
words, and spoke about the Fijians in terms of utter con- 
tempt, calling them “d——d cannibals,” The cabin was a 
small one with only two bunks, and swarmed with 
green beetles and cockroaches. Our meals were all 
taken together on deck, and consisted of yams, ship's 
biscuit and salt junk. 


Sang Samoan Songs. 


We had a grand breeze to start with, but toward even- 
ing it died down and we lay becalmed. All hands being 


idle, the Samoans spent the time in singing the catchy 


songs of Samoa, most of which I was familiar with from 
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five wives before, and when I asked if they were all dead 
he replied that they were all alive, but he had got rid of 
them, as they were no good. . 

We had an excellent supper of native oysters, fresh- 
water prawns and eels, fish, chicken and many other 
native dishes. The next two days it blew a regular 
hurricane and the captain dared not venture out to sea, 
our schooner lying safely at anchor inside the coral 
reef. I have not space to describe my stay here, but it 
proved most enjoyable, and the captain's pretty Samoan 
daughters gave several meke-mekes (Fijian dances) in 
my honor and plenty of angona was indulged in, and to- 
gether with feasts, native games and first-class fishing 
inside the coral reef, the time passed all too quickly. 
I called on the bull. or village chief, with the captain. 
He was a boy of 15, and seemed a very bashful youth. 


At Sea in a Hurricane. 


We sailed again about 5 a.m. on the third morning, 
as the storm seemed to be dying down and the cap- 
tain was anxious to get on.

As regards 
his punishment, he told me that he greatly enjoyed his 
exile, as he had splendid fishing, and some of the white 
people sent him champagne. His people were terribly 
afraid of him, and whenever they passed him as he sat 
on his veranda they would almost go down on all fours. 
He told me how on one occasion when he was sitting on 
the upper veranda of the Club Hotel in Suva with two 
of his servants squatting near by, that the whisky he 
had drunk had made him feel sleepy so that he nearly 
fell into the street below, but his servants dared not 
lay hands on him to pull him back into safety. as his 
body was considered sacred by his people, and they dared 
not touch him. He declared to me that he would have 
been killed if a white man had not arrived just in time 
He was very fond of telling me this story, and always 
laughed heartily over it. I noticed that Ratu Lala’s 
servants treated me with a great deal of respect, and 
whenever they passed me in the house they would walk 
in a crouching attitude, with their heads almost touch- 
ing the ground. 


Cricket in Fiji. 


Ratu Lala’s cousin, Ratu Kandavu Levu, is a very en- 
thusiastic cricketer and has a very good cricket club 
with a pavilion at his island of Bau. He plays many 
matches against the white club in Suva, and only last 
year he took an eleven over to Australia to tour that 
country. I learned that previous to my visit he had 
paid a visit to Ratu Lala, and while there had got up a 
match at Somo Somo in which he induced Ratu Lala to 
play, but on the latter being given out first ball for O, 
he (Ratu Lala) pulled up the stumps and carried them 


| off the ground, and henceforth forbade any of his people 


to play the game on the island of Taviuni. I was not 
aware of this, as I had brought a bat and ball with me, I 
got up several games shortly after my arrival. How- 
ever, one evening all refused to play, but gave no rea- 
sons for their refusal, but Tolu told me that his master 


| did not like to have them play. Then I learned the rea- 


son, and from that time I noticed a decided coolness 
on the part of Ratu Lala toward me. 


Ratu Lala was married to a very high-caste Tongan 
lady closely related to the King of Tonga, and by her 
had two small children named Tersi (boy) and Moe 
(girl.) They were two of the prettiest little children I 
think I have ever seen, but they did not know a word 
of English, and called me “Misi Walk.” They and 
their mother always took their meals sitting on mats on 
| the veranda. Ratu Lala had two grown-up daughters 
by other wives, but they never came to the house, living 
in an adjoining hut where I often joined them at a game 
of cards. They were both very stately and beautiful 
young women, with a haughty bearing that made one 
imagine that they were filled with a sense of their own 
‘importance. 


A Much-Married Man. 


Ratu Lala told me that his father had exactly 300 
wives. He presented me with a very heavy hardwood 
war club that had once belonged to his father and which 
he assured me had killed a great many people. 

I added a good many interesting birds to my collec- 
tion during my stay here, among them a dove of in- 
tense orange color, one of the most striking birds I 
have ever seen. Plant life here was exceedingly beauti- 
ful and interesting, especially high up in the mountains, 
paims, pandanus, cycads, crotons, acalyphas, loranths, 


raids, freycinnetas, ferns and orchids being 
presented andd among the latter may be mentioned a 
fine orange dendrobium and a pink calanthe. I found in 


\flower a celebrated creeper which Ratu Lala had told | 
me to look out for. It had very showy red, white and 
blue flowers, and in the old days Ratu Lala told me that 


the Tongan people would come over in their canoes all 
the way from the Tonga Islands, nearly 400 miles away, 
simply to get this flower for their dances, and when 
gathered, it would last a very long time without fading. 
I tried to learn the traditions about this flower, but Ratu 
Lala either did not know of any or else he was not anx- 
ious to tell me about them. 

It was dangerous work bathing in the sea here, as 
man-eating sharks were very numerous, and during my 
stay I saw a Fijian carried ashore with both his legs 
bitten clean off. 


Tours Among the islands. 


I accompanied Ratu Lala on several expeditions to 
various parts of the island, and we also visited several 
smaller islands within his dominions. On these occa- 
sions we always took possession of the buli’s, or village 
chief's, hut, turning him out and feeding on all the deli- 
eacies the village could produce. After we had practi- 
cally eaten them out of house and home we would move 
on and take possession of another village. The inhabi- 
tants did not seem to mind this; in fact, they seemed to 
enjoy our visit, as it was an excuse for big feasts, meke- 
mekes (dances) and angona drinking. 

In comparison to Samoan huts these Fijian huts were 
very comfortable, though they are not half as airy, Sa- 
moan huts being very open, but in most of the Fijian 
huts I visited the only openings were the doors, and as 
can be imagined, the interior was rather dark and 
gloomy. In shape they greatly resembled a haystack, 
the sides being composed of grass or bunches of leaves, 
more often the latter. They are generally built on a 
platform of rocks with doors on from two to four sides 
according to the size of the hut and a ‘sloping sort of 
rough plank with notches on it leads from the ground to 
each door. In the interior the sides of the walls are 
often beautifully lined with the stems of reeds: fash- 
ioned very neatly, and in some cases in really artistic 
patterns and tied together with thin ropes of cocoanut 
fiber dyed various colors and often ornamented with 
rows of large white cowrie shells. The floor of these 
huts is much like a springy mattress, being packed to 
a depth of several feet with palm and other leaves, and 
on the top are strips of native mats permanently fast- 
ened, whereas in Samoa the floor is made up of small 
bits of ‘brittle white coral over which are loose mats 
which can be moved at will. In Fijian huts there is 
always a, sort of raised platform at one end of the nut 


on which are piles of the best native mats and, being 
the guest, I generally got this to myself. The roof in- 
side is very finely thatched, the beams being of Niu sau, 
a native palm, the cross-pieces and main supports veing 
of enormous bits of hardwood. The smaller supports 
of the sides are generally the trunks of tree ferns. The 
doors in most of the huts are a strip of native matting 
or fantastically-painted tapa cloth fastened to two posts 
a few feet inside the hut. In some huts there are small 
openings in the walls which answer for windows. 


One of the most enjoyable expeditions that I made 
with Ratu Lala was to Vuna, about twenty miles away to 
the south. A small steamer, the Kira Ora, which made 
periodical visits to the island to collect the government 
taxes in copra, arrived one day in the bay. Ratu Lala 
thought this would be a good opportunity for us to make 
a fishing expedition to Vuna. We went on board the 
steamer while our large boat was towed behind, 


Off for School. 


At the same time Ratu Lala’s two little children, Moe 
and Tersi, started off, in charge of Ratu Lala’s Tongan 
wife and other women, to be educated in Suva. It was 
the first time they had ever left home, but I agreed with 
Ratu Lala that it was time they went, as they did not 
know a word of English and, for the matter of that, 
neither did his Tongan wife. When we all arrived at 
the beach to get into the boat, we found a large crowd, 
chiefly women, sitting on the ground, and as Ratu Lala 
walked past them, they greeted him with a kind of salu- 
tation which they chanted as with one voice. I sev- 
eral times asked him what it meant, but he always 
evaded the question somehow, and seemed too modest 
to tell me. I came to the conclusion that it ran some- 
thing like “Hail, most noble prince, live forever.” The 
next minute all the women started to Howl as if at a 
given signal, and they looked pictures of misery. Sev- 


eral of them waded out into the sea and embraced little 


Tersi and Moe. This soon set the children crying as 
well, so that I almost began to fear that the combined 


tears would sink our boat. Their old grandmother 


waded out inte the sea up to her neck and stayed there, 
and we could hear her howling long after we had gut 
on board the steamer. When we got into Ratu Lala's 
boat at Vuna there was another very affecting farewell. 
Some months later when I returned to Suva I asked a 
‘young chief, Ratu Pope, to show me where they were at 
school, and I found them at a small kindergarten fcr 
the children of the Europeans in Suva. 


Fond of Candy. 


They seemed quite glad to see their old friend again, 
and still“ more so when I promised to bring them some 
lollies (the term used for candy in Australasia) that 
afternoon. 


When I returned I witnessed a pretty and interesting 
sight. The two little children were standing out in the 
school yard while several Fijian men and women of 
chiefly families who had been paying the little prince 
and princess a visit, were just taking their leave. It 
was a curious sight to see these old people go in turn up 
to these two little mites and go down on their knees and 
kiss their little hands reverently in silence. All this 
homage seemed to bore the small high-born ones, and 
hardly was the ceremony over when they caught sizht 
of me, and, rushing toward me with cries of “Misi Walk 
siandra, lollies,” they nearly knocked over some of their 


Visitors, who no doubt were greatly scandalized at such 
undignified behavior. 
The Visit to Vuna. 

To return to our visit to Vuna. Sometime previously 
Ratu Lala had warned me that whenever he landed at 


this place with a visitor it was an old custom for the 
women to catch the visitor and throw him into the sea 
from the top of a small rocky cliff. To this I raised se- 
rious objections, but arrayed myself in very old thin 
clothes ready for the fray. However, upon landing, very 
much on the alert, I was agreeably surprised to find tuat 
the women left me alone. Yet in part Ratu Lala’s story 
was true, as he assured me that quite recently he had 
been forced to put a stop to the custom, as one of his 
last visitors was a European of great importance who 
was greatly incensed at such treatment, and complaimed 
to the government, who told Ratu Lala that the .ustom 
must end. 


As was the usual case when out on these expeditions, 
we occupied the Buli’s hut and lived on the fat of the 
land. At meal times quite a procession of :aen and 
women glistening all over with cocoanut oil would en- 
ter our hut bearing all sorts of native food, including 
fish in great variety, yams, octopus, turtle, suckling pig, 
chicken, prawns, etc. They were brought in on banana 
and other large leaves, and we of course ate them with 
‘our fingers. Good as the food undoubtedly was, I was 
always glad when the meal was over, as it is very far 
from comfortable to sit with your legs doubled ip upder 
you. Afterward I could hardly stand up straight, owing 
to cramp. I found it especially trying in Samoa, where 
one had to sit in this manner for hours during feasts 
kava drinking and siva sivas (dances.) Sometimes 
glistening damsel would fan us with a large fan made 
out of the leaf of a fan palm which at times got rather 
in the way. I never got waited on better in my life. 
Directly one had finished one course a dozen girls were 
ready to hand you other dishes, and when you wanted a 
drink a girl immediately handed you a cup made out of 
the half-shell of a cocoanut filled with a kind of soup. 
We generally had an audience of fully fifty people, and 
when we had finished eating, a wooden bow! of water 
was handed to us in which to wash our hands. Ratu 
Lala would generally hand the bow! to me first and | 
would wash my hands in silence, but directly he started 
to wash his hands, every one present, including chiefs 
and attendants, would start clapping their hands in even 
time, then one man would utter a deep and prolonged 
»Ah-h.“ when the crowd would all shout together wnat 
| sounded like “Ai on dwah.“ followed by more even clap- 
ping. I never learned what the words meant. In this 
respect Ratu Lala was most curious, and always evaded

Palio is derived from the word pallium, banner, and 
thus is used interchangeably fer the race and for the ban- 
ner that is awarded to the victor. In ancient times many 
palii were run, of all kinds and descriptions, sometimes 
on the backs of horses, sometimes on asses and some- 
times even on buffaloes. These races were always very 
rough and brutal; but on the 16th of August, the festi- 
val of the assumption of the Virgin was held, during | 
which time was run “the most splendid and solemn 
Palio.” This race in honor of “Our Lady of August” 
was first inaugurated about the year 1238. A fair which 
lasted seven days was always held at the same time, 
and a dazzling, magnificent festival it must have been, 
according to the old chronicles. Every citizen of Siena 
was expected to bring a candle offering to the Duomo, 
and none was excused “save only the poor, the sick and 
those who had great personal enmities.” eae

A Brier REvIEw oF Its History, 
| : PAST AND PRFSENT. 


By a Special Contributor. 


E were sitting in a box at the Comédie Fran- 


caise one afternoon about the first of March in 


the year 1900. It was a classical matinée, and 
the play was “Phédre.” The audience seemed absorbed 
and quiet as the Greek figures glided through their Greek 
‘parts with all that faultless elegance which distin- 
guishes anything connected with the Francais. Andro- 
maque was on the stage alone when a shrill feminine 
voice from the balcony piped: “Je crois sentir de la 
fumée.” Instantly the entire audience rose to its feet 
with the sound of a wind sweeping over a forest. It 
was done in silence. There was no real panic, but in 
an almost incredibly short time the theater was half- 
empty. The whole thing was so ominous, so unexpected, 
that for a moment we were utterly terrified. We sat 
with our hearts in our mouths, every instant expecting 
flames to break out from some quarter. We resisted the

Unfortunately the Comédie had its enemies, as has 
the rest of the world. One of these, by the name of 
Collot, attempted to wreak his vengeance on the players 
by bringing them to their death. Through the seven 
long months of their confinement he had not succeeded 
in carrying out his evil project, but at the end of that 
time six of the company were chosen for immediate 
trial ana, as their briefs were marked with the sign of 
the guillotine, certain death. They were to be brought 
before the tribunal on the thirteenth messidor, but the 
fatal day passed and still their names had not been 
called. Why was this? It seems that all proof of the 
royalist guilt had to pass through the “Bureau des 
Piéces Acusatives” before being delivered to the pub- 
lic prosecutor. The man in charge of this office, an 
almost forgotten hero by the name of Charles Labus- 
slere, at the most terrible risk of his life, daily de- 
stroyed as many of these documents as he dared, 
thereby saving many innocent people from a fearful 
death. He vividly describes the difficulty he had in 
concealing these papers after he had torn them up. 
There was no fire in which to burn them, and as he was 


bulky to carry away on his person. In a fever of des- 
peration and almost crazy with anxiety, he plunged his 
head into the bucket of water in which he was accus- 
tomed to cool his wine for breakfast. In an instant, 
like an inspiration, the thought came to him that bet- 
ter use than that could be made of the water. He 
quickly threw the papers into the bucket, waited until 
they were quite soft, and then rolled them ifito little 
pellets. These were easily concealed in his pockets and 
he left the office at night quite unquestioned. It was 
through his bravery that the actors were saved, for 
though the Committee of Public Safety discovered the 
fraud played upon them, the reign of terror came to an 
end before fresh briefs could be prepared. 


The players were set at liberty, and with all old en- 
mity forgotten, joined themselves to the Republican 
members of the company.

The Directory, not liking the spirit of this theater.

From this I gather that testae means what we call 
clapping, but what the noises made with the hollow 
hands were I cannot say. Perhaps the old Roman boys 
used to hoot through the hands, or get a sort of a whis- 
tle out of them.

that is perhaps explained by the fact that the Romans 
had no boots in our sense of the word. Any attempt to 


applaud by stamping would, therefore, have been quite 


bootless—and painful as well.

Any one who has listened to a burst of wild applause 
in an English theater knows that after the din has in- 
creased, and the storm risen to a certain height of in- 
tensity, it is certain that some boy in the gallery (and 
may heaven bless him!) will insert two fingers in his 
mouth and oblige with that demonstration known as the 
“death shriek.”

* EATH VALLEY gained its grim name back in 
3 D the overland days from the ill-starred attempt of a 
25 wagon train to cross the dry, deep-set hollow that 
sinks, as a monster's cupped hand, between the burnt- 
; red mountains of the Funeral and Panamint ranges. 
1 The entire party perished, man and beast. Such whole- 
sale loss of life awed even the pioneer prospectors of 
the Argonaut time, and they fastened on the valley its 
somber name and spread about the desert the unsavory 
reputation it can never outlive. Death Valley it was 
called in the ante-bellum days; Death Valley it was 
known after the Secession; Death Valley it will be to 
the end of the chapter. 

Though several forty-niners whe crossed Death Val- 
ley in the first year of the gold rush essay to fix a dif- 
ferent naming of the region, the true origin beyond all 

question lies in the fate of that lost wagon train. Val- 
ley traditions, usually at loggerheads in regard to ev- 
: ery Seem desert tale and landmark, are in harmony 


a disputing godfather, their christeners all crossed the 
valley at practically the same time. These emigrants 
were the first to pass through Death Valley, and for 
that reason their narratives are valuable, but after they 
came through the hollow was nameless, and for all their 


No, their 
passage did have an indirect part in the naming of the 
valley. Their wagon wheels probably lured the ill- 
starred christening party to death and Death Valley. 


The whole dreadful episode was accidental, perhaps 
fated. The valley’s passage by the Jayhawker, Manley 
and Brier parties was not planned. Had events run 
along as anticipated by the Jayhawkers and their fol- 
lowers, Death Valley would have remained in isolation 
many years longer, the real death party would never 
have been lost and the valley would have received a 
brighter name. 


Capt. Hunt’s Party. 


But events did not run anything as anticipated. In 
the.early fall of 1849 a large emigrant party, including 
the Jayhawkers Manley and Brier, set out from Salt 
Lake City for Southern California over the then little- 
used trail that entered California . near Manse and 
Parumpt. It was in charge of Capt. Hunt, a profes- 
sional wagon-train guide. 


Travel went well until the emigrants reached West- 
ern Nevada. Here Capt. Hunt temporarily lost his

J. W. Brier, a 
forty-niner minister, rather thinks he named Death Val- 
ley; William Lewis Manley, another forty-niner, is sure 
he did; and still another scribe, speaking for the cele- 
brated Jayhawkers, declares that the honor of Death 
Valley’s godfather belongs to Scout Capt. Colton. 
Historian Bancroft is very brief in his account, but 
lengthy enough to show by his mistakes that his ver- 
sion is hearsay. His startling liberties with Death Val- 
ley geography are sufficient to reject his account. He 
gets his party far off the death trail and finishes them 
in some place that is Death Valley only in name. As 
near as one can figure out the site of the death of Ban- 
croft’s emigrants it was down close to the Mojave River. 
But in one point Bancroft is right where other scribes 
have been wrong; his entire party perished. 
It is convenient and logical to consider the three other 
accounts together, for the very good reason that though

At 
once there was a great hue and cry against Hunt by a 
large part of the emigrants. Many were for deposing 
him and striking out west on their own responsibility. 
Hunt carried himself with great dignity, declaring that 
whatever the majority decided, as long as one wagon 
would follow him he would proceed, as he thought he 
was on the right trail. He added that he would surely 
bring his followers through in safety to Los Angeles, 
the destination. The outcome was that about half the 
emigrants remained with Capt. Hunt. The remainder 
broke up into little parties that hunted their own routes 
to the Golden West. 

Among the insurgents were the Jayhawker, Manley 
and Brier parties. While each of these outfits proceeded 
independently, they were continually in touch with one 
another till they reached Southern California. The Jay- 
hawkers seem to have been the leaders. At least they 
marked the new trail. The two other outfits evidently 
had great confidence in the Jayhawkers, as they kept 
close to the marks of their wagon wheels. 

Somewhere east of Ash Meadows these three autfits 
cut loose from all other outfits and set out due west. 
They traveled through a trackless, barren country, tak- 
ing advantage of the divides in the mountain ranges. 
In time they reached Ash Meadows and crossed the 
Amargossa Wash, heading for the divide under Pyramid 
Peak, the steep break between the Funeral and Grape- 
vine ranges. Thence it was down hill through Furnace 
Creek Cafion into Death Valley. 

On reaching this low-lying hollow, the Adem 
who were in the lead, had two routes, one north and 
the other south, down the valley and across the salt 
marsh. The Jayhawkers, true emigrants that they 
were, with almost superhuman sagacity, went south, 
though the salt marsh seemed to forbid a passage. 
Manley and Brier, coming on a few days later, followed 
the route chosen. 

All three parties made a severe but safe 3 down 
Death Valley and crossed the Panamint range at Win- 
gate Pass. The difficulties of Panamint Valley over- 
come, the hardy overlanders ascended Slate Range and 
finally found a haven among the rancheros of Owen 
Valley.

Ignorance. 


Reertainty shrouds the early movements of the ill- 
ee Wagon train.

Appreciating the long burning road ahead, the emi- 
grants filled every available keg, bucket, camp pot and 
kettle with water from Furnace Creek. They feared 
that water might run low in the toil up the valley. They 
reasoned that perhaps that water supply might have to 
hold over until the next day. With such a generous 
store of it, however, they were more than hopeful af 
withstanding even the thirst attacks of two days. They 
reasoned well, for how could they know the deadly, sin- 
ister character of that deep hot hollow ahead? 

To understand the torture of that last day’s travel, the 
unlooked-for vanishing of that generous supply of water, 
and the mysterious exhaustion of man and beast, one 
must know Death Valley in summer. One must know 
that this furnace spot, the lowest dry land in the west- 
ern hemisphere, perhaps in the world, is also the most 
arid. The hot, withering desert winds, dry as an oven 
blast, blow into the south entrance of the valley and 
sweep northward as up a chimney. They blow over the 
surface of the sizzling salt marsh. These winds, al- 
ready low in moisture, as they slip over the griddie-like 
marsh are roasted. By the time they reach the north 
end of the valley they are destitute of moisture as a cin- 
der. It is asserted that in August the air at the north 


end of Death Valley has less than 5 per cent. humidity. 


When one considers that 70 per cent. humidity is pleas- 
antly normal, the terrible strain of Death Valley's 5 
per cent. humidity can be rated for all its evil. A pe- 
destrian cannot walk half a mile through this blasting 


atmosphere without several generous draughts of water. 


Desert nomads, seasoned desert travelers—for no others 
venture on a Death Valley tramp in summer—have 
drunk a gallon of water in going two miles. The arid 
air when drawn into the lungs fairly licks the moisture 
from the body’s tissues. 


Day of Anguish. 


Picture, then, the anguish of the day and night after 
the band of doomed emigrants set out from the mouth 


ot Furnace Creek Cafion on their death march around 


the northeast segment of Death Valley. Along the broil- 
ing rocky floor the tired oxen stumbling, dragged the 
wobbly wagons.

Wonderful was the persistent pluck of that doomed 
party. With an order worthy of bright promise rather 
than impending destruction, the men made their last 
camp. Wagons were backed into tec regulation circle, 
their tongues pointing outward, 11 chains and oxen 
yokes laid out in approved overland fashion. The cat- 
tle were turned loose to rustle. Camp fires were lit, 
built from the scant desert fuel. Supper was cooked 
and eaten, but it was a supper without water, for the 
supply was practically gone, and near the camp were 
no signs of water. Then all lay down in the mystery 
of the desert darkness. ' 

In the gamut of desert hardship there is no horror 


such as the horror of a camp without water. Horses 
| whine pitifully, and cattle baw! hoarsely in their efforts 


to make known.the pnspeakable thirst torture they do 
not understand. Fantasy plays with the restless nerves 
and minds of men and women, and drives them to de- 
lirlum. Thirst-maddened, men and women shriek for 
water. On that dreadful night Death Valley’s christen- 
ing party drank the bitterest cup of human woe. 


Madness and Death at Last. 


the luckless camp was worse. Madness, thirst madness, 
had set in. Men and women in frenzy fled the camp, 
and scattered gt random over the trackless sand waste 
in search of water. Some too weak to leave the wagons, 
abandoned by their fellows, perished miserably in camp. 
Bookish altruism had vanished with the water. Fugi- 


tives flying in vain. a foe within them, scoured the sun- 
scorched sand of Lost Valley. The strongest reached 
the canons of the Panamint Mountains, and found water, 
only to die of starvation in the valleys and mountains 
beyond. Others, crazed, came to the bitter ripples of 
Salt Creek and in their delirium gulped down the brack- 
ish, poisonous water. They died beside the stream. 
Lone wanderers, lost among the sand dunes, dropped in 
their steps and passed over the Great Divide. All 
round the somber site of that last camp were strewn the 
shining skeletons of man and beast—skeletons, for the 
watchful coyotes saw to that. ; 


If any one of those thirty emigrants—tradition usu- 
ally states there were thirty —escaped, he or she has 
most successfully kept in the background. The names

Wretched as was the night, the dawn that broke on

of a few alleged survivors have been linked with this 
lost party by John Randolph Spears, a New York Sun 
writer who, in the early “nineties” visited Death Val- 
ley and gave the first genuine treatment of that region. 
Spears has dealt with the true lost party, but he does 
not vouch without reservation for the authenticity of 
his survivors. He states that a Sidney P. Waite escaped 
and finally located at San Bernardino. He also came 
across a rumor that a man named Towne, with his wife, 
reached the Argus range and were there cared for un- 
til they departed for settlement near the coast. Spears 
gives one other survivor, Bennett, the “Gunsight Lead” 
man. in this alleged survivor Spears errs, for Ed Ben- 
nett came throygh Death Valley with the Manley party, 
six months ahead of the lost emigrants. His outfit went 
south, as has been stated, where Bennett dug out Ben- 
nett’s well, near the lower end of the salt marsh. There 
may have been a few survivors. Who knows? 

Perhaps this wholesale loss of emigrants would never 
have been known and Death Valley would have been 


christened with a prettier name—there are Wild Rose 
Canon, Rainbow Canon, Echo Cafion and other poesy 


names in the region—had not one Dr. Danvir French, 
in 1860, led a party of prospectors from Butte county in 
search of the Gunsight Lead. These prospectors came 
across the last camp of the emigrants, and in looking 


about, found many human skeletons. These the pros- 


pectors are said to have buried. Tradition has it that 


thirteen victims were found among the wagons and along 


Salt Creek. The fate of this wagon train, however, was 
well known to the nomad prospectors of the time. In 
fact these desert rats had already given the valley its 
forbidding name, for Death Valley was Death Valley 
before 1860. 

Again, who are the victims of Death Valley’s chris- 
tening party? Whence did they come? From what 
State or States in the East? What families were left, 
back beyond the Rockies, never to hear again of the 
argonauts who left Salt Lake City? What friends al- 
ready in California awaited the arrival of those who 
never came? Was there a survivor of that ill-starred 
emigrant band? 

To such queries the desert Death Valley has no reply, 
not even in its traditions. It offers only the scattered 
relics of its victims. 
tury have driven the sand dunes back and forth by Em- 
igrant Pass till the site of that last camp has become 
all but covered. Still the whimsical sand knolls, shift- 
ing spirit-like from spot to spot, lay bare at times queer 
heavy old ox yokes and chains, rough wagon wheels, 
camp kettles, pots and pans, guns, knives, and now and 
then a toy, for there were children in that christening 
party of Death Valley. 

Into vagueness almost oblivion has sunk Death’s som- 
ber story. Mistake and misstatement push it further 
into obscurity. Even desert scribes, enhancing their 
grandiloquent paragraphs of high-grade mining proper- 
ties with the gruesome fascination of Death Valley hor- 


ror miss or mistake the true tale of Death Valley’s heav- 


fest death toll. History has discarded the famous re- 
gion with a hearsay remark. 

Again, who were the victims sacrificed at Death Val- 
ley’s christening? Was there—is there a survivor?

tiful—Its Flower Garden and Gro 


N all climates evergreens possess a higher value 
than deciduous trees, being more effective than the 
latter over a greater part of the year either as or- 
nament or shelter. Even in extremely cold countries, 
when other trees are destitute of foliage the evergreens 
do much to brighten the otherwise desolate scene, and 
when they are partially covered with a fresh fall of 
snow are picturesque and beautiful in the extreme. 
In California we have much better warrant for the 
planting of evergreen trees than in any other State. We 
are a land of perpetual sunshine and summer, needing 
some shade during each month of the year. In tropi- 
cal countries nearly all vegetation is evergreen, in some 
lands all of it; we are semi-tropie, and to appear as 


nearly tropical as possible, in general appearance, 


should be the height of our ambition in planting. In 
this way may we make our State more attractive than 
in anything we could add to our already long list of 
charms. In a land of refuge from cold weather the vis- 
itor expects no leafless branches with their inhospitable 
suggestions, and certainly the Californian feels no ex- 
hilaration at the sight. Let us make the most of our 
peerless climate. 


Old California Gardens. 


In “slicking up” so primly we have, in many instances 
“slicked” all the beauty out of all too many gardens 
and sections of our southland. Years gone by one could 
wander through quaint old gardens of considerable ex- 
tent and as charming as extensive. Most of these have 
been literally “chopped up” to make other and smaller 
gardens, most of them extremely ugly and none of them 
in the least charming. The lack of space, at a reason- 
able price, for building gardens of reasonable size has 
been largely responsible for the upbuilding of numer- 
ous suburban tracts and near-by cities and villages. 


The New Zealand Laurel. 


The shrub which we call the New Zealand Laurel 
(Corynocarpus laevigata) does not belong to the laurel 
family, but to an order of which it is the type; one not 
represented in the United States. At home it is called 
the “Karaka,” a native Maori name. It is a low-grow- 
ing tree with stout trunk, rough bark, and dense round 
head with fine large shiny leaves. It does well in 
Séuthern California, though it will not thrive in our 
colder spots, but where the climate will allow (nearly 
all of our end of the State) it is one of the finest of 
shrubs and should be much more extensively planted. 
Its beauty lies in its foliage, as the flowers are small, 
though the fruit is large. 

The Christmas Flower. 

During these days of greatest heat the poinsettia 
makes its heaviest growth and gets into vigorous con- 
dition to produce those truly gorgeous heads of crim- 
son for which the plant is famous during our winter 
season. Heat and water are the two essentials for lux- 
uriant growth, though the poinsettia is not unrespon- 
sive to fertilizers, and a rich soil always produces bright- 
est colors. 

Red Light for Plants. 

Most of us know how much faster many seeds grow 
at first in darkness—walnuts for example, and onions 
or potatoes and red, as the photographer knows, is in 
some cases much the same in effect as darkness. Also 
we know that green—which is the life blood of plants— 
can only be manufactured successfully in light. 

The thing to do, then, is to find a certain sort of ray 


ot light which shall have the effect of darkness in pro- 


moting growth, and yet have a quality which shall per- 
mit the making of the green life blood of plants, which 
we are told to call chlorophil. M. Julien Loisel, a 
French experimenter, seems to have found it in red. 

s color, also, it is discovered, makes some plants 
more true to their distinctive character, the sensitive 
plant more sensitive, the leafy plant more leafy. 


The Best Cocos Palms. 


Four species of Cocos, much alike in gross aspect and 
not easily told apart except when growing side by side, 
are worthy of the most extensive planting in Southern 
California. In fact, every yard in Los Angeles should 
grow one or more that we might come to be known as 
the “City of Palms,” and at the same time we would 
soon become the most beautiful city in the world. 
These four Cocos are botryophora, efixusosa, plumosa 
and Romanzoffiana. For districts somewhat colder we 
might add to the list C. datil, quite similar in appear- 
ance, but hardiest of the lot. 


Ether and the Forcing of Bulbs. — 2 


In continuation of previous work with the white Ro- 
man hyacinth, results secured with the Spanish iris 
and with one variety each of fresia and narcissus are 
given in a recent issue of the Cornell Countryman. The 
bulbs were etherized and planted after different periods 
of rest, group 1 immediately and groups 2, 3 and 4 after 
two, four and six weeks, respectively. Similar groups 
were grown in three different houses in which tempera- 
+tares of 54, 70, and 74 degrees F., respectively, were 
maintained. 


From the general results secured it is concluded that 
ether seems to improve the quality of the flower and its

Ether does not appear to take the place of 
the resting stage of the bulbs, etherized bulbs appearing 
to need a -rest of from two to six or more weeks, this 
depending on the kind of bulb, as no two kinds showed 
the same result. 


Seaforthia and Ptychosperma. 


Several correspondents have, from time to time, asked 
about the differences and Mentity of these palms, their 
true names, relationship, etc. | 

Both are natives to the same section of Australia, 
have nearly the same range and have the same family 
name, Archontophoenix. The Seaforthia is A. Cunning- 
hamiana, and the Alexandra palm is A. Alexandrac. 
The latter has larger trunk, the shorter leaves ard 
is more tender; therefore, the Cunningham palm is much 
more to be desired and is the only one to plant except in 
frostiess spots. This palm, passing under the nursery 
name of Seaforthia. is one of the most beautiful deco- 
rative plants found in our southern gardens. 


Some Good Bamboos 
Arundinaria Falconeri, from the Himalaya region, is 


a most graceful kind, not much over fifteen feet high, 
with very thin stems a mass of feathery foliage, 


— 


admirably suited for lawns and for decoration. Grows 
in clumps and never sends out runners. 


Bambusia vulgaris, the most common species in Los 
Angeles, hails from India and is the tall arching bam- 
boo seen in various parts of the city and is hardy every- 
where. This beautiful, tall and quick-growing bamboo 
is really invaluable for scenic, tropical effect. A mag- 
nificent group can be made by placing the upright grow- 


ing Dendrocalamus latiflorus in the center, and mass- 


ing Bambusa vulgaris around it. This is the most 
widely-cultivated of all the so-called “giant bamboos.” 
Its stems attain up to seventy feet, and 4 inches diame- 
ter, and they arch very gracefully under the weight of 
its feathery foliage. 

Dendrocalamus latiflorus, native to Formosa and Bur- 
mah. The so-called Japan giant bamboo“ because im- 
ported here from Japan. The most desirable and most 


impressive bamboo so far introduced. Stems four-fifths | 
of an inch thick up to fifty feet and over, as straight | 
as a rocket, and heavily clothed with broad, long lea ves, 


which keep at all seasons their color better than any 
other “giant bamboo.” No garden of any extent in 
Southern California should lack one or more clumps of 
this truly majestic plant, which possesses also the ad- 
se of bei the quickest-growing bamboo ever 

Phyllostachys viridi glaucescens, from Northern 
China, the true “fish-pole bamboo,” is one of the hardi- 


est, quickest-growing, most effective bamboos ever in- 


trodured to our State. This bamboo can be used either 
for embankments, for screens, or in clumps. Hardly 
any other plant can be mentioned so much “all-around 
useful” as this. It grows like a weed, and one shoot 
planted in spring will multiply to six or eight before 
tall. Under favorable conditions it may attain 50 feet 
and over, but if needed, it can be kept as low as ten feet. 
A clump of this bamboo in the garden will supply ma- 
terial for house decoration. |

The breed carries a rather large amount of flesh, con- 
sidering frame and size of the bird, which is given to 
being quite “hard,” requiring to be well hung after 
killing. Under proper treatment it is quite as pala- 
table as that of the regular table varieties. The hens 
make good mothers and sitters. Weights, males five to 
six pounds; females four to five pounds. 

The Black Sumatra is not a stranger to a Southern 
California soil, having been a feature of shows hero off 
and on for some years. Its chief attraction to the fan- 
cier is its graceful carriage and aristocratic bearing. 
Indeed, to our mind it is one of the most beautiful of 
all our domesticated fowl... And though a Game variety, 
it is not pugnacious in the same degree that a Pit or 
Black Breasted Red Game is out for a scrap;” to the 
contrary, in habit they are quite docile, and under kindly 
treatment can be made pets of quite as much as a Red 
Game Bantam.

is the most money made, the condition of things 
being equal to the best? One who has studied our con- 
ditions and figures achieved from them feels safe in say- 
ing: Breeding for eggs with a utility breed. By a 
utility breed, one means a breed that lays eggs well up 
in numbers and is at the same time useful for eating 
at any period of its life, about eight weeks, having been 
well bred. Heredity is almost everything in successful 
poultry, and one going into the poultry business can't 
go to a breeder and even for good money buy his best 
stock, unless he is going out of business; and when a 
breeder goes out of business in a country where 80 
many eggs and so much dressed poultry are deing 
shipped in, it is significant, and beware of his stock. 
Money cannot set a man up in the poultry business 
at once, unless he can get the plant of a breeder in 
failing health, who has to quit business to die. Con- 
sequently one should not expect to start rapidly in a 
successful plant. The successful breeder will sell a 
man a good start for good money and be glad to see 
him grow, because the country will sustain and needs 
successful breeders. The man hoping o let nature 
take care of things, and expecting a smart man to 
drive up in a buggy and beg for his products at a big 
figure, get left in the way of money values. Men in 
business farms, getting experiences in lieu of money 
values, turn out grumblers, and deprecate all avenues 
of poultry commerce. 3 


Earnest people can philosophize a little and see that 
money will not start a man in the poultry business on 
another man’s impetus. But a good breeder can afford 
to sell some of his good stock for a just price, and 
start a fellow, because, as things are at present, there 
is not a fractional sight appearing of overdone condi- 
tions. We are not a people soliciting cold storage 
things. Money is here to pay for good living, and money 
and produce meet in the market place, which is a thing 
to seek by anybody having either. 

For a man having the poultry business in view, it 
pays to buy eight or ten good hens for breeding, the 
best one can buy of the most successful breeder. But 
who is the breeder? That is always an open question. 


Join the local poultry association and see who is much 
talked about. Study poultry literature, and find out

Tue Call to the Soil. 


BELIEVE the term “natural productions” has in 
1 times past, kept many young men from an agri- 
cultural calling. It seemed until late years that the 
opportunities were not so great for the activities of 
the young man, where nature was supposed to do the 
work without much aid from man. But a change has 
come over our point of view. Our young men are 
learning that the so-called natural productions may 
be produced with as much precision as can be secured 
in the manufacture of an automobile or a watch, barring 
unfavorable climatic conditions. Failures in farming 
are not as easily thrown upon the scrap heap as are 
failures in manufacturing articles, but it is doubtful 
if they are more numerous or expensive. Indeed, it is 
said that more men fail in mercantile and industrial 
pursuits than in farming, notwithstanding the superior 
ability that some think is used in everything but 
farming. 


However that may be, scientific farming coupled with 
horse sense is attracting men of enterprise and ability 
everywhere. They will not only produce better articles 
and more surely turn out merchantable goods, but they 
wili manufacture from the soil in quantities and kinds, 
produce that will be in demand. We do not believe 
the old tradition that farming is the catch-all for those 
who can do nothing else successfully, but it is a slur 
upon the brain and brawn of the past-masters of the 
soi, to sdy that the new farming cult is fast elevating 
the bustness to one of profit and influence not here- 
tofore enjoyed by the agricultural ——

Gee Canned Nursery Trees. | 

. READER living in the San Gabriel Valley wrote 
; : A me some months ago asking why his orange t 
4 , d so poorly the two first years of their growth. 

: replied that there might be one or more of a half 
dozen causes, suggesting poor care, failure to remove 
the sacking placed around the roots by the nurseryman, 
hard-pan, damaged roots, stunted or hide-bound stock 
and perhaps others I do not now remember. But there 
is a grain of value in this item gleaned from a visit I 
made to the same orchard on a recent visit [ made to 
the south. The growing season of 1908 had worked 
wonders with that Valencia grove. Inquiry proved that 
the trouble had come from one or both of two incidents 
in the planting of these trees. They had been badly 

' neglected the last year they stood in the nursery, and 
5 he had planted them without removing the strong sack- 
ee ing the nurseryman had placed about the roots. Every 
4. „other item seemed to have been looked after perfectly. 
. Now it seems that there can be no question of the 
: fact that these two causes lost two years to that 
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grower in the development of his grove, for this year’s 
experience shows remarkable growth and vigor, so 
much so that it has caused general comment in the 
neighborhood. I think this planter paid but 25 cents 
each for these two-year-old, stunted trees. May they 
not have cost him $5 each in loss of time, even though 
the trees are now reaching perfection two years later 
than they should? I am not sure that it ever pays to 
plant hide-bound or root-bound trees, no matter what 
the circumstances. I know of a row of acacia planted 
at ten feet high from nursery cans which will never 
be of permanent value, although of phenomena] growth 
already. Several have been propped or tied to prevent 
blowing over, and they are bound to prove short-lived 
because of their cramped, unnatural form of root sys- 
tem. It pays to plant nothing but the best of fruit 
trees even though some trees may form a perfect root 
system in the orchard after planting.’

Return of Seutellicta. 


HE little insect upon which so many fruit growers 

throughout the State placed such: dependence as an 
antidote of the black scale, is more abundant this season 
where the scale is plentiful than it has been With one 
exception since its introduction seven years ago. I re- 
cently saw an olive grove so thickly populated with 
adult Scutellista that the files attracted attention as 
one passed among the trees. Experiences with this para- 


site form a valuable lesson in the use of beneficial in- | 


sects, in that we are being taught that a pest parasite 
need not be exterminative to be of extreme value, Grow- 
ers need not now to be told that the Scutellista is pro- 
tective in its work about the border trees, yard plants, 
nurseries and green houses. I tried in vain to find a 
black scale upon 4 row of pepper trees where a few years 
ago the same trees were literally covered with this 
pest. In the olive grove I have just mentioned not 
enough young scale had developed to smut the fruit

These experiences seem to figure out for the future 
in the coast counties that the Scutellista will never be 
able to control the black scale in the commercial or-

the protection of this fly, the only saving to the ranch- 
ers by the Scutellista is in the greater vitality and vigor 
of the trees, caused by the partial protection of the 
insect, and in the partial immunity given to orchards 
the infection of adjacent foliage. This is well 
worth a thousand times the cost of breeding and dis- 
tributing this beneficial insect, and must be taken into 
consideration by economic entomologists when they at- 
tempt to size up the success of this valuable parasite. As 
to the value of the Scutellista in the inland valleys it is 
practically demonstrated that the fly is a failure.

New Walnut Bleach. 


” inspecting the new electric bleach for 
walnuts under demonstration by Prof. Stabler at the 
University of California. Prof. Stabler is under contract 
with the walnut growers’ associations of Southern Cali- 
fornia for five years to discover a walnut bleach which 
will supersede the chlorine bleach. 

The new bleach is composed of a solution of four 
pounds of salt and 100 pounds of water, which is run 
through an electrical apparatus and the nuts subse- 
quently immersed therein. It is known as the 4 per 


cent. solution, and is said to be a better bleach than the 
old process. The bleaching solution has moreover none | 


of the objectionable features of the chlorine dip. A num- 
ber of walnut growers were present from different por- 
tions of Southern California, and all pronounced the 
new solution superior to chlorine.

HAT is claimed to be the oldest apple orchard in

remember, and finding apples on the ground in all stages 

of decomposition at least two feet deep.—([ Rural Press. 


Providing for Future Railroad Ties. 


HE Santa Fé system is perfecting plans for a forest 

of eucalyptus trees in San Diego county, California, 
from which to obtain a steady supply of cross-ties. A 
ranch of 8000 acres has been purchased for this pur- 
pose, and as a start 600 acres will be planted. It is 
estimated that in eighteen years the company will be 
able to harvest from six to eight ties to a tree, and keep 
up the harvest thereafter continually. At present the 
Santa Fé system uses about 3,000,000 ties annually. In 
eighteen years the company thinks it will be able to 
obtain from its forest 7,000,000 annually. 


The growing scarcity of timber suitable for ties, with 
a resultant increase in their cost, has led eleven roads, 
including the Santa Fé, to start forests. Ten roads in 
the East have already planted in their respective forest 
sites thousands of catalpa, black locust, red oak, pin 
oak, and chestnut. The Santa Fé has selected the euca- 
lyptus because of its rapid growth and adaptability to 
the climate of California, New Mexico, and Texas. 

Eucalyptus ties in Hawaii are said. to last fifteen 
years. East of Albuquerque the Santa Fé is using 
Georgia pine. At present both the Santa Fé and South- 
ern Pacific are using many thousands of redwood ties on 
the Coast. They are also getting oaken ties from Japan. 
—([Scientific American.

IE question of teaching elementary agriculture in 


the rural schools is a live and very important one 
at the present time. This is as it should be because 
North Dakota, like the other Northern States, is essen- 
tially an agricultural State. The system of teaching in 


the past has tended to take the brightest boys and girls 
(away from the farm. They were made to feel that it 
was a disgrace to live on a farm. If practical lessons 
in elementary’ agriculture had been given, if more prac- 
tical science, book-keeping, and business had been 
taught, and less law, medicine, theology and emulation 
of city lite and mercantile pursuits doubtless we would 
not now see such overcrowded cities with the attending 
poverty and misery. 

The North Dakota Agricultural College has estab- 
lished a regular correspondence course in elementary 
agriculture, as well as in several other subjects, and 
there are at the present time nearly 300 boys and girls 
taking the course. Many of these are teachers who are 
preparing to teach this subject in the rural schools. By 
this means the college is endeavoring to do what ought 
to have been done in the primary school. The princi- 
pal reasons for teaching this subject in the rural schools 
are: to cultivate a love and respect for land and the oc- 
cupation of agriculture, to cultivate a respect for indus- 
try, and to cultivate the active and creative instinct.—

Growing Matting Grass. 


HE Sacramento Valley Development Association 

securing returns upon the growth and progress of the 
Japanese matting grass, of which 15,000 roots were dis- 
tributed through the valley last year. The outlook for 
producing an entirely new crop for the lowlands along 
the river is exceedingly promising. : 

It will be remembered that the roots of the matting 
grass were brought from Japan and tried out at the 
plant introduction garden at Chico by Mr. Tull some 
two years ago. Mr. Tull gathered the roots in Japan 
after a most strenuous campaign in which he was 
strongly opposed, the natives evidently not wanting the 
Americans to get possession of the roots of a grass from 
which they annually netted large sums. This grass 18 
used exclusively in the manufacture of floor and other 
matting and it is now necessary to import all of the 
grass from Japan at great expense. It is thought that 
this may be overcome by growing the krass at home. 

After his travels through Japan, where he carefully 
studied the conditions under which the matting grass 
is grown, Mr. Tull became convinced that some portions 
of the Sacramento Valley afford ideal conditions for the 
growing of this grass. Nearly all of the reports which 
have so far been received indicate that it will do well 


here, for in spite of the unfavorable year the grass grew 
to a fair height and of good texture. : 

W. W. Tracy, Jr., the new man in charge of the plant 
introduction garden, is taking a deep interest in the 
possibilities of the grass, and has had considerable cor- 
respondence with the valley association regarding it.. 

Should it be finally determined that the grass will do 
well enough in the Sacramento Valley to warrant its 
cultivation as a commercial crop, it would mean the 
establishment of factories for the manufacture of the 
finished product.—[{Sacramento Union. | 


TURN NOISE INTO MELODY. 


INGENIOUS MAN Has SCHEME TO HARMONIZE 
STREET CRIFS. 


[Washington Post:] There is something new under 
the sun, a wise old gentleman’s statement to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. It is something surprisingly 
new. To be sure, it’s only a suggestion, but sugges- 
tions have been known to materialize into actualities, 
It has been promulgated by a man living in this city 
who desires to have his identity remain a secret for the 
present, and it grew out of the campaign which Maj. 
Sylvester has started against needless and unnecessary 
noises, 

The man in question has outlined his scheme to Di- 
rector Santlemann, of the Marine Band, with the re- 
quest that the latter codperate with him in putting it 
into effect. Director Santlemann is still considering. 

In brief, the ingenious man who is the father of the 
suggestion proposes that all street noises be made har- 
monious. He scouts the idea that street noises can be 
entirely suppressed, and declares it were better, in view 
loony fact, to have harmony instead of jarring dis- 
cor 

He wishes Director Santlemann’s assistance in the set- 
ting to music of all the common street cries, such as 
“Any rag, any rags, old rags,” or “Hi, peaches, 10 cents 
a basket; hi, peaches,” or “Shoestrings; buy some shoe- 
strings, mister?“ or “Hi, wuxtry; hi, wuxtry,” or “Dev- 
filed crabs, bogs; fine deviled crabs?” or any of the hun- 
dred and one other cries heard hereabouts from early 
morn till late at night. 

It is proposed to require all street venders to take a 
course in vocal instruction after all the cries have been 
systematically listed and set to music. Instruction 
could be given under the direction of singing teachers 
appointed by the district authorities, and when the 
venders had passed a satisfactory examination they 
could be licensed. 

It is proposed then to pick out the musically-inclined 
members of the police force, preferably those Germans 
who have had a training in Teutonic singing societies, 
and appoint them as a musical squad, with instructions 
to arrest all venders who fail to keep to the prescribed 
key. Each vender would be required, under the pro- 


posed arrangement, to have a tuning fork with him at 


all times so that he would have no reasonable excuse 


for singing in B flat that particular word in his particu- 


lar cry which officially was written to be sung in C nat- 
ural. 

In his plan for the complete harmonization of 411 
sounds the ingenious man above referred to goes even 
further. He suggests that all whistles in the city be 


tuned to a certain key, and that a severe penalty be 
provided for all violations of this regulation. Auto- 
mobile horns, too, would, under this arrangement, be 
modulated in tone, and all would conform to a certain 
fixed sound. 


It is further proposed to organize the cabmen who are 


always on duty at Union Station and at the various cab 
stands in the city into quartettes. They would be re- 


quired, by a police regulation, to hail all visitors to the 


city in a harmonious chorus. This would do away with 
one of the most discordant of all sound elements which 
sear the air every day. Instead of the blatant blare of 
inharmonious sound which at present greets the 
stranger at Union Station, how much more delightful 
and inspiriting it would be if his ear were assailed with 
a cry like this, written in the anthem form, and har- 
moniously sung by quartettes:

The author discusses the importance of.lessening the 


amount of phosphoric acid consumed, the phosphorus | 


being present in large quantities in meat, yolk of eggs, 
milk, and in many vegetables. He should be aware that 


milk, eggs and meat may be entirely omitted from the 


dietary with much benefit to the patient. ° 


Referring to a reduction in the amount of proteid, the 


author says: “A perfectly healthy, strong and muscu- 
lar individual can, without detriment, sustain a reduc- 
tion of the normal amount of proteid to sixty grammes 
a day for two or three weeks.” This is really funny. 


Sixty grammes is a little over two ounces. Recent ex- 


periments have shown that a high grade of endurance 


and health may be sustained on a dietary containing a 


little over an ounce of proteid daily, or about half as 
much as von Noorden says you may live on for “two 
or three weeks.” Even Voit—whose estimate of four 
ounces is still quoted in a majority of books on diet 
figure to a little over one 
ounce. 

In regard to the idea of drinking large quantities of 
fluid to help “wash out” the kidneys, Dr. von Noorden 
properly condemns the practice, showing that it seri- 
ously overtaxes the heart.

“Nor is the idea a spontaneous one, as the uninformed 
might imagine from the enthusiasm which it has, appa- 
rently, all of a sudden, evoked. The fact is, it is but 
part and parcel of a scheme long ago hatched out by 
the clique at Chicago to secure legislation that will give 
to themselves complete power and control over the 
practice of medicine in this country. 
“If the movement could be recognized by our legisla- 
tive bodies for what it really is—if it could be known 
by these bodies that only a few selfish, political doctors 
are responsible for it, it could do no particular harm. 

But, unfortunately, such is not the case. It will be 
made to appear as the action of physicians as a class, 
and thus have an influence out of all proportion to the 
number of doctors who favor it.
